Old-Age Insurance 


Wafi-c E a r n e r Provides 


Protection for Wife 


and Children 


TKXAHKANA, 
Ark.—Many 
wage 


earners paying Social Security taxes 
have overlooked the fact that they are 
providing insurance protection to their 
wives and children, or other depen- 
dents. John II. Cooler, manager of the 
.Social Security Board at Texarkana, 
said today. 


Too many workers have the idea 


they'll r,et nothing out of the Act un- 
liw: they live to be fi5—and .some of 
them .seem to feel they won't live that 
IOIIK, Cooler commented. 


Recently a publication conducted an 


informal interview of persons its rc- 
porter met. on the street. The re- 
porter found that most wage earners 
were glad to pay the Social Security 
lax, but the article conained the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 


"Social Security is a flop," a snda- 


clerk explained. "1 won't get any- 
thing out of it. I'll be as dead as a 
door-knob before 1 get old enough to 
get rmy money back." 


"1 don't think the Social Security 


plan is worth a darn," wa.s the opinion 
of a female clerk. "The Government 
lake.s money away from mo now, and 
I'll never get any of it back." 


Cooler said the clerks mentioned 


probably did not realize that even if 
they don't live to qualify for month- 
ly annuities at age 65 they nevertheless 
may have several hundred dollars to 
leave to wife, mother, or children, as 
a^ result of the Social Security Act. 
The amount they leave will always be 
more than they have paid in. 


"If the young soda dispenser lives 


only 20 years and dies, say at age 45 
-it is true he'll not get the money 
himself, but hi.s dependents will re- 
ceive considerable help," said Cooler. 
"If he earns total wage credits of 
$20,000 in covered employments, hi.s 
dependents will have a claim for ?700 
in one lump-sum payment. 


"If the female clerk to die she would 


li i ve her dependent mother w'ith quite 
•i large .sum. The amount that wage 
i.ariier.s, dying before age 65, leave is 
3U per cent of their total taxable 
wages in covered employments on and 
after January 1, 11)37, which means $35 
for every $1,000 earned." 


In the first year of the operation of 


this phase of the Social Security Act, 
the Government has paid more than 
25,000 death claims to dependents of 
wage earners. Cooler said. In Jan- 
uary, 19,'iS, more than 500 death claims 
were paid to relatives of wage earners 
in Region IX of the Social Security 
Board, comprising Missouri, Kansas, 
Oklahoma and Arkansas.

Purchase of the J. L. Williams & 


Sons Lumber company of Hope and 
its timber holdings in southwest Ar- 
kansas was announced Friday by J. R. 
Williams of this city, the new owner. 


The purchase includes the main 


plant at Hope, the plaining mill which 
is operated in connection with it, and 
the sawmill on the southeastern edge 
of Hompslcad county. 


Mr, Williams announced plans to 


operate the three units full blast, bo- 
ginning March 15. The three mills 
normally employe more than 150 mccn. 


Mr. Willaims expressed belief that 


southwest Arkansas could furnish the 
mills enough timber to operate for the 
next 10 years. 


The erection of a new steam dry kiln 


at the Hope plant has just been com- 
pleted, Mr. Williams said. 


He also announced plans for the rc- 


openiixg of a retail lumber yard at the 
Hope plant. 


Oliver and Jack Williams, formerly 


connected with the mill here, have 
joined the J. L. Williams & Sons Lum- 
ber company of Sheridan where two 
mills are in operation. 


The Williams mill was established 


in Hope in 1931 after purchase of the 
interest of the Hope Lumber corpor- 
ation.

70 Known Dead in 


California Storm 


Property Damage Estimat- 


ed at $10,000,000 


From Floods 


LOS ANGELES, Calif.-(/P>~A search 


through silt and debris for the bodies 
of flood vitims began Friday in storm- 
i-avagod southern California where 95 
persons were known to be dead or 
missing. 


The steadily mounting list of dead 


from 
the 
JIO.OQO.OOO five-day rain 


storm rose to 70. 


Twenty-five persons were known 


to he missing and between 25 or 50 
others were feared lost. 


Officials said it would be several 


days before the exact number of cas- 


] unities and 
the damage would be 


known. 


The homeless were estimated at 


nearly 20,000 in the five affected coun- 
ties—Los Ajigelcs, Orange, Riverside, 
San Bernardino and Ventura. 


The storm, which piled up a five- 


day precipitation total of 11.06 inches 
in Los Angeles and was considerably 
higher in neighboring foothill com- 
munities, passed northward. 


Ne Report From Santa Ana Area 
All was silent in the delta land of 


the wildest river of the flood—the 
Santa Anna. The last 10 miles of its 
drainage area, one of the most pro- 
ductive regions agriculturally in the 
United SUite.s, wa.s a muddy lagoon. 


In the Santa-Ana-Anaheim-Fullor- 


ton region the first report in two days 
showed 15 known dcaed. Thirty miles 
up the raging strcaem in West River- 
side, another 15 were reported drown- 
ed. 


Higher and to eastward, in the San 


Bernardino region, seven persons per- 
ished. 


The raging torrent surged through 


the heart of the citrus empire of Riv- 
erside and Orange counties, devastat- 
ing some of the richest orchards and 
finest residental areas. 


There were 25 persons missing in tiie 


San Bernardino valley north of Holly- 
wood, just over the hills from the film 
studios. 


IMS Angeles Isolated 


Water which flooded streets in down- 


town and industrial Los Angeles grad- 
ualy receded and rolled down upon 
the lowlands which caught the climax 
of the high water during the day. 


The weather cleared gradualy. al- 


lowing departure and arrival of air- 
liners and a limited restoration of 
communications after several hours of 
virtual isolation. 


The metropolis of more than 2,000.000 


population was all but cut off from 
the outside world during most of the 
day. Long distance telephone service 
within the city was disorganized, tel- 
egraph lines down, highways blocked 
and rail lines stymied.

To those of us who read the New 


Testament story of Jesus and His 
earthly ministry, especially in the 
litht of all that has happened during 
the 
Christian 
centuries, it seems 


amazing that anyone should ever have 
doubted the Master or should have 
questioned the integrity of His teach- 
ing, and the beauty and power of His 
mission. 


Yet if we put ourselves back in the 


pliic-e of those who lived in Nazareth, 
where Jc.sus was brought up, and we 
think of what our attitude might be 
today if some man whom we knew just 
a.s an ordinary dweller in our com- 
munity should suddenly 
announce 


that he had a prophetic mission and 
important teaching to declare we shall 
understand a little of the attitude of 
hose whom perhaps we are wont to 
condemn. 


It was not unnatural that those who 


listened to Jesus were astonished at 
His teaching, that hey should ask, 
"Where did (his man get such wis- 
dom? Is not this the carpenter, the 
son of Mary, and brother of James and 
Judas, and Simon? And arc not his 
sisters here with us?" It was, I say, 
natural that they should ask such 
questions. Possibly it was not unnat- 
ural also that they should have been 
offended in Him; but hero, neverthe- 
less, they were wrong; and it was 
here that the simple fishermen and 
others who listened to Jesus and who 
listened to Jesus and who approved 
His teaching were right. 


Truth does not depend upon the 


wealth, or position, or popularity, of 
the man who utters it. Truth is truth, 
and right is right. The right mind 
an dhe open mind would not have con- 
demned this new teacher just because 
He was a humble carpenter, and did 
not seem to have the learning1 and 
authority of (he men of the schools. 
They would have said, "Are his words 
true'.' Is his character good? Are the 
good works that he does evidences of 
his power and willingness to help his 
fellow men?" 


Jesus felt very keenly this attitude 


of those of His own community. He 
reminded them that a prophet is not 
without honor save in his own coun- 
try. 
More noteworthy is the fact that 


I He could do no mighty work there 
bL-uiiu.se of the unbelief of Ihe.se peo- 
ple. Is even the good work of God 
limited by the hostile and unrespon- 
sive attitude of His children? Jesus 
nuii-veled because of tlu-i runbelief. 
But their unbelief did not discourage 
Him or affect Him in His mission to 
proclaim the Gospel.

Herbert 
Asquith's 
''Moments of 


Memory" (Scribner's: $3.50) is a man's 
book. In an unfrilled, strikingly au- 
thentic manner it gives, first, an ac- 
count of a family of three boys and 
school life at Winchester and Oxford; 
second, the political career of Asquith's 
fater, later Lord Oxford; third, the 
war. 


The Asquith family seem to have 


been happy, cultured, unselfish 
peo- 


ple who took time for pleasant holi- 
days to the English lakes or to 'Scot- 
land, entertaining a wide circle of 
friends, including some of the most 
distinguished men of the time—Glad- 
stone, Balfour, Haldane, ChurchiU, D. 
H. Lawrence, G. K. Chesterton, Thom- 
as Hardy. 


Although busy climbing the political 


ladder which led from Home Secre- 
tary to Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
to Prime Minister during the war, the 
elder Asquith always kept his after- 
tea time free for his lovely young 
sons—a walk, a game of cricket, or 
just good talk. He emerges a very 
human being, British as tweed, a gen- 
tleman of the old school but open- 
minded and fond of his sons' young 
friends. 


A fine reticence in the author's na- 


ture gives the book a ring of reality. 
He says just enough to convince you 
that what is there must be the un- 
garnished 
truth. 
Occasionally 
he 


achieves a literary style, but that is 
when he is describing places or friends 
or acts of heroism. Of his father's 
marriageto Margot Tennant he says 
magnificently little. Of the 
climax 


of his father's career he speaks with 
extreme reserve. 


He goes most into detail in his 


memories of the war, of which he had 
four full years except when he was 
invalided home. Raymond, his older 
brother, was killed in'action. Arthur, 
the youngest, was in the same regi- 
ment as Rupert Brooke, and was one 
of th.e small procession which carried 


the poets body high up the marblo 
ledges of the island of Scyros for the 
tragic burial.—D..S. E.

The centuries had 


buried a .great part of it but evi^ 
dence of a mighty civilization still 
cropped up for many miles. 


But Cortez did not stop to in- 


vestigate. 
He sought gold, nol 


archaeology. Nor did Mexico it- 
self wield the scientific pick and 
shovel until 1916. What it uncov- 
ered then is one of the greatest 
monuments of all time—the Pyra-J 
mid of the Sun. 


The pyramid is located at Teoti- 


huacan, 27 miles east of Mexicd 
City. 
Towering 216 feet abovtf 


the plain, 721 by 761 feet at i« 
base, it is next in size to the Great' 
Pyramid of Cheops in Egypt, and 
5s largest, of course, on the Amer- 
ican continent. 


Who built it, science may never 


know. Even its age is mere con- 
jecture. 
The earliest tribes set- 


tling on this tableland of which 
there is record were the Toltecs 
in 648 A. D. But when the Tol- 
tecs came they found many great 
pyramids and monuments, even 
then ancient. 


So the Pyramid of the Sun,'

WASHINGTON.—In case Roosevelt 


hasn't made himself clear in his re- 
marks a.s to prices and recovery, it 
nay or may not be more illuminating 
to reveal what the administration, ace 
economists told him in their preceding 
luddlcs. 


There had been heavy kickbacks on 


previous Roosevelt statements, espec- 
ally the one about cutting slecl prices 
md maintaining steel wages, and an 
ncreasingly vocferous demand for a 
definite statement of business policy. 


iSo Roosevelt called in the economic 
.oothsaycrs and asked them to figure 
jut just what they were sure of as to 
he depression—past, present and fu- 
u re. 
Everyone agreed that out-of-balance 


price relationships were a prime de- 
pression factor. Such economists as 
Leon Henderson of WPA, now resting 
up from his pi-ice studies at Johns 
Hopkins Hospital, and Dr. Isador Lubin 
of the Bureau of Labor Statistics had 
been talking in that direction for a 
long time. Either they didn't speak 
loudly or distinctly enough or the 
President was hard of bearing. 


Depends on Ballyhoo 


Now, however, thc world is inform- 


ed that the administration has a real 
business policy. In addition to ham- 
mering at controlled, rigid, or monop- 
olistic prices on the high side of the 
price level after the manner of Robert 
H. Jackson, emphasis is to be placed 
on the need uf raising prccs driven far 
down o nthe low side in the current 
depression.

In 1929, however, raw material prices 


rose above finished goods prices on the

Finished goods 
thereafter also proceeded to decline 
steadily in price from 1929 to 1933, but 
neither so fast nor so far. 


History repeats. Late in 193G raw 


material prices, after moving along at 
about the same rate for 18 months of 
healthy recovery, again shot ahead of 
the finished gods level. Demand had 
speeded 
up—including that of the 


munitions industry. Drouth had rais- 
ed prices. Controlled price industries 
raised prices arbitrarily. Manufactur- 
ers, believing raw materials were go- 
ing still higher, bought tpeculatively 
and forced prices still higher—until 
they became overstocked. 


Pig iron increased from a 1936 index 


average of 103 to 126, scrap steel 109 to 
154, building materials 86 to 97, farm 
products 81 to 94, hides 87 to 124, cop- 
per G8 to 114, lead 56 to 85, zinc 68 to 
100, leather 85 to 100, tin 71 to 95. 


'Rmiiul and 'Round Again 


So what? So overstocked manufac- 


turers stopped buying overpriced ma- 
terial and raised their own prices in 
order to compensate for high-priced 
raw materials and higher wages. Raw 
Material prices then tobogganed far 
below the finished goods price levels 
as in 1930-33.
